But another cause of bloody milk is the dio 
temper called the garget. Tor this disease ger- 
get root ls the very best antidote. If the com- 
plaint has been of standing, a half-ounce 
of saltpetre will be found useful to purify the 
blood. But garget root may be given with the 
utmost safety to any of our neat stock, whether 
affected with disease or not. 
Every farmer should take care to have the 
plant called garget growing on his farm, and he 
should cep some of the roots in his 
house. Cows will eat them as they will pote- 
tees if you train them to it. Sometimes we 
make a bit of this root serve as a rowell im the | 
dewlap of the cow. Cnt a hole, into which you | 
ean rum your Ginger, and then insert a bit of 
roo, oné inch jong and as large as your little 
finger, the root will remain there, and if the | 
cow is affected with garget, « swelling will be 
caused by the root, half as large as your hat.

Pasvexrtos ov Cam-Berixe.—This injurious | 
habit in horses, bitherto regarded almost as in- | 
curable, appears now to have an efficient check 
in s very simple and inexpensive arrangement, | 
by Sir Peter Lawrie. Most of our readers are 
aware that crib-biting is a practice so injurious 
to a horse as to constitute legal “ unsound. 
ness.” The animal seizes violently the manger 
or some other fixture with his teeth, arching his | 
neck, and sucking in « qnantity of alr with « 
peculiar noise. This habit is most frequent in 
young horses, or such as are highly fed or un- 
derworked, and curious enough, appears to be 
contagious, as one confirmed crib-biter will im- | 
ccnlate others with the practice if allowed to | 
awociate. Muscles, neck-straps, and several 
ingenious contrivances have been used, with 
but little success. Sir Peter's remedy simply | 
consists in preventing the animal from seizing 
the manger or any other object, while tled up 
in the stable, by boarding over the space be- | 
tween the bottom of the hay-rack and the outer 
edge of the manger, forming a steep inclined 
plain. Vortions of the boards can be partially 
removed to enable the horse to cat at stated 
times. This simple precaution is seid by the 
most emineut auiborities to be perfectly effec 
tual ia the prevention or care of erib- biting.
